Fashionable Van Ness avenue, lined with the mansions of the 
wealthy, has been added to San Francisco’s ruins. It was destroyed 
with dynamite by the frantic fire fighters. 

The destruction was necessary, but a most pitiable expedient. 
Unfortunately it proved of no avail. From noon until far into the 
night artillerymen, police and firemen demolished these splendid 


homes on the easterly side of the broad avenue with dynamite and | 


black powder. They carried the devastation for a distance of one; 
mile, under orders from Mayor Schmitz and Gen. Funston. — 

_ , Huge cannon were drawn to the avenue to aid the dynamiters 
in blowing up the mansions of the millionaires. Every available 
pound of dynamite was hauled to this point, and the sight was one 
of stupendous and appalling havoc as the cannon were trained on 
the palaces and the shot tore into the walls and toppled the build- 
ings in crashing ru.nis 

At other points dynamite was used and house after house, the 
dwellings of millionaires, were lifted into the air by the blasts and 
dropped to the earth, a mass of dust and debris. The work was 
dangerous and many of the men who kept working for 48 hours 
without sleep and scarcely any food, may have been killed while 
making this last desperate stand. 

The steady boom of the artillery and the roar of the dynamite 
above the crackling of the flames continued for hours. 

FLAMES SWEEP ON, UNCHECKED. 

Buildings were still toppling under the dynamite when the 
flames leaped across the sea of destruction, and the district that a 
million dollars’ worth of property had been destroyed to save, was 
doomed. In a few minutes the wreckage was afire and the flames 
were sweeping on through the residences across the avenue. 

‘With black ruin covering its very heart, the city now waits in 

a stupor the inevitable reign of starvation and possible anarchy 
that must crowd close upon the disaster. The baking of bread in 

the public square began this morning. It is hoped to have 50,000 
loaves distributed before night. 

The water supply is scant, but it was announced this morning 
that there would be a daily delivery of 10,000,000 gallons. 

At best the city never carried more than three days’ supply of 
provisions and food, and now, with the wholesale districts and 
warehouses wiped out, the supply of food is short. 

Prices today are, in most instances, more than treble. A suf- 
ferer was obliged to pay 25 cents for a small glass of mineral water 
in the-Hayes Valey district. That part of the city was laid waste, 
and not a yang of water was to be had, except bottled mineral 


Policemen: were stationed at some of the retail shops left stand- 
ing and regulate the sale of food, permitting only a small portion of 
goods to be deliveréd to each purchaser, the idea being to prevent a 
few persons from gathering large quantities of supplies. Before 
oe, done soda crackers were sold at 10 cents each.

The 
Call Building stands proudly erect, lifting its whited head above 
the ruin like some leprous thing and with all its windows dead, 
staring eyes that look upon nothing but a wilderness. The great 
Flood Building is nothing but a hollow shell. The St. Francis Ho- 
tel, at one time a place of luxury, is nothing but a box of stone and 
steel. 

All last night the flames leaped on exultantly. They danced, 
they roared in Bacchanalian glee. They leaped chasms like a 
waterfall taking a precipice; now they are here, now there; always 
passing on to the west and to the end of the city. 

FIRE IS SPARING NOTHING. 


Every refugee who makes his way to us through the smoke 
cloud brings news of a new region burning and gone. It has spared 
nothing. It has taken all the thickly crowded parts of the tenement 
district and is reaching toward the thinly scattered parts on the 
Potero. How much will be left when the fires finally burn out we 
cannot dare to guess. If there is anything left, it will be the hills 
of the western addition. It is hard to see how anything else, abso- 
lutely anything, can escape. 

Without sleep, many of us without food, we watched all night, 
all day, looking off toward that veil of fire and smoke which hides 
from us the city which has become a hell. Back of that sheet of 
fire, and retreating backward every hour, must be most of the peo- 
ple of the city, forced toward the Pacific by the gradual advance of 
the flames. 

Thank heaven for the open space of the Presidio and for 
Golden Gate Park! The great park, the largest in any American 


city, runs on its western extent past a thinly populated district. 
The flames cannot leap across that; it will shelter the inhabitants in 
their last stand. The Presidio, wide spreading and with only a few 
houses, is also safe, provided that the forests which form part of its 
area do not catch fire. 

Half the people, whom the fires have cut off from the water- 
front and an escape from the peninsula, are homeless. A launch 
ventured out from the Oakland waterfront and made the run as far 
as the Gate. The bay is overhung with smoke, but a change of the 
wind blew a rift as they passed the western addition, which stands 
on the hill skirting the bay. Through this rift the passengers could 
see fires in a dozen places and the little black forms of men fighting 
the flames without water. This part of the city may be saved, but 


it will owe its salvation to the scattered buildings in that part of 


the city and to the character of California redwood, which smould- 
ers rather than burns. 

‘“‘Oh, for rain!’’ is the cry everywhere. The time of heavy 
rains is over; but often at this season of the year there comes a 
gentle and soaking spring rain. We cannot see the heavens for 
the smoke; but the feel of the air is dry, and even that mercy 
seems to be denied. At intervals news comes from the refugees 
of what is doing behind the smoke cloud. It appears that the area 
of the flames spread all night. People who had decided that their 
houses were outside of the dangerous area and had decided to pass 
the night, even after the terrible experience of the shake-up, under 
their roofs, hourly gave it up and struggled to the parks. There 
they lay in blankets, their choicest valuables by their sides. The 
soldiers kept watch and order. 

| SUFFERING FROM THIRST. 

There is no water in the mains. The worst suffering is from 
thirst. The soldiers, disregarding the order not to let people move 
about, permitted bucket brigades to go forth and bring back water 

to relieve the women and the crying children, To reach the water 
it was necessary sometimes to go a mile to one of the four reser- 
voirs which top the hils. 

I talked to one man who slept in Alta Plaga. The fire was go- 
ing on in the district south of them, and at intervals all night ex- 
hausted fire fighters made their way to the plaza and dropped, 
breathless, among the huddled people and the bundles of household 
goods.

A NIGHT OF HORROR. 

There was one woman in the crowd who had been separated 
from her husband in a rush of the smoke and did not know 
whether he was living. The women attended to her all night and 
in the morning the soldiers passed her through the lines in her 
search. A few Chinese made their way into the crowd. They were 
trembling pitifully, scared and willing to stop wherever the sol- 





diers placed them. This is only a glimpse of the horrible night in 
the parks and open places. 

We learn here that many of the well-to-do people in the upper 
residence district have gathered in the strangers from the highways 
and byways-and given them shelter and comfort for the night in 
their living rooms and drawing rooms. Shelter seems to have come 
more easily than food. Not an ounce of supplies, of course, has 
come in for two days and most of the permanent stores are in the 
hands of the soldiers, who dole them out to all comers alike. But 
the hungry cannot always find the military stores and the news 
‘has not got about, since there are no newspapers and no regular 
means of communication. 

An Italian tells me that he was taken in by a family living 
in a three-story house in the fashionable Pacific avenue. There 
were 20 refugees who passed the night in the drawing room of that 
house, whose mistress took down hangings to make them comfort- 
able. In the morning all the food that was left over in that home

HONOLULU, April 20.—Several buildings in the residence 
section of Honolulu were demolished by an earthquake which shook 
the city for six minutes yesterday afternoon.

NEW YORK, April 20.—‘‘San Francis- 
co within five years will be greater, fin- 
er and more beautiful than ever. This 
calamity will only give the opportunity 
to make a more splendid city than peo- 
ple ever dreamed of.” 

The speaker was William H. Crocker 
of San Francisco, one of the heaviest 
losers by the awful earthquake and fire. 
He was sad, greatly depressed by the 
news of the disaster, yet with uncrushed 
courage he spoke as one full of hope. 
This calm man was typical of the spirit 
that Californians are showing under one 
of the most awful visitations known. 

Mr. Crocker was at the Hotel St. 
Regis, where he arrived only a few days 
ago from the Pacific Coast. Mr. Crock- 
er owned the Crocker-Woolworth Bank, 
the burned ‘Crocker Building, and much 
more property in San Francisco. 

“T have no news except what I read 
in the newspapers,” said Mr. Crocker. 
“T had a dispatch from San Francisco 
sent early yesterday morning and de- 
livered here in the late afternoon; but 
since then I have not received a word. 
I tried to get a message into San Fran- 
cisco, but there has been no reply. I 
suppose both telegrams and letters get 
as far as Oakland and cannot be de- 
livered. But as soon as the fire is out 
we shall find communication as ready 
as ever. I am confident that within a 
few days the new city of San Francisco 
will begin to take form.”’ 

“What damage have you 
was asked. 

Crocker Big Loser. 
“I know nothing more than what 
I’ve said,’ replied Mr. Crocker calm- 
ly, “but it looks as if we are hit pret- 
ty hard. We are down in the assess- 
ment books for-$4,000,000. I suppose 
our loss will run up to $2,000,000, or 
perhaps $3,000,000. Still, I believe we 
shall be able to rebuild the Crocker 
Building—and if not, we'll put up an- 
other one, stronger and better than it 


ever was, 

“But with modern steel construction 
I feel sure that many of the big build- 
ings of San Francisco will be found 
uninjured except by the loss of win- 
dows, plastering and ornamental 
stonework—the skin of the building, 
so to speak. You remember how read- 
ily the big Home Life Insurance Co.8 
building in Broadway, opposite the 
City Hall, was reconstructed after the 
fire that burned out its upper seven 
stories. The skeleton steel structure 
was pracically unhyrt—certainly not 
weakened. 

“The Crocker Building is like that; 
Or, rather, is newer yet, and resem- 
bles the Flatiron Building both in 
poe a and construction. I expect we 
shall find our building and many oth- 
ers fit to be used again.” 

“What of the talk of abandoning 
San Francisco?” was asked.

A wagon in which two scalded men 
were being taken Friday from the plant 
of the New American Laundry Co., 2039 
Morgan street, to the City Hospital, 
was overturned Friday at Fourteenth 
and Morgan streets, and both the men 
were thrown violently to the street. 

The head of Edward Wrenfro, a negro 
coal passer, struck against a rock, cu*- 
ting a deep gash. Wrenf{fo is not ex- 
pected to live. 

William Anwerler, a fireman, the oth- 
er injured occupant of the laundry wag- 
on, fell on a heap of dirt piled up from 
excavations being made at that point. 
The pain from his burns, which were 
Severe, Was so aggravated by the shock 
that he screamed aloud. The men were 
lifted back into the wagon by bystand- 
ers, 

A weak flue in the poi of the laun- 
dry gave way at 8:40 a. m. The explo- 
sion was not great, but the hissing of 
the escaping steam could be heard a 
block, and so alarmed the scores of 
girls employed at the plant that they 
ran in terror from the building. 

Anwerler was standing beside the 
boiler, shirtless and in his stocking feet.

Champion De Oro Says That Rake-Off on Bets Made on Play- 
ers Averages $1500 Per Week—Schaefer Denies 


There Is Any Such 


It is rumored in local billiard circles 
that a room and academy will be start- 
ed by Alfredo de Oro, the Cuban pool 
player, who is the werld’s champion. 
This rumor has, it is said, given birth to 
@ bitter feud between the Cuban and 
Geurge Schaefer, manager of the Grand 
Billiard Hall. 

The story is that his lease on the 


Grand has not been renewed by Man- 
ager Schaefer, who objects to paying 
‘More than the present rental and that 
De Oro has hopes of obtaining the 
place. Schaefer sarcastically says that 

Oro “stands a fat chance to take 
his breadwinner away from him. On 
the other hand De Oro says that not 
only has he the money to outfit the new 
hall, but that he has been offered in- 
ducements by one of the iargest billiard 
companies in the world to open a hall. 
_ Nearly every prominent ‘illiardist in 
the city is more or less mixed up in the 
imbroglo, Manager Fran Benson of 
the Broadway, whose lease expires in 
November, being talked of as the next 
manager of the Grand academy and 
Charlie Peterson of the Hauser and 
Royal is suspected of an fntention to 
join ro. 

De Oro Wants a Hall. 


De Oro denies that he is to start an 
academy, put says that he will prob- 
ably open a hall. He claims that an 
academy is nothing more or less than 
a@ gambling hell and says that neither 
the police nor the public realize the 
magnitude of the gambling operations 
carried on in these places. ‘“‘The busi- 
ness is of such huge dimensions,” says 
De Oro, “‘that it pays six and seven 
billiardists an average of $20 per day. It 
is pure gambling, and a record is made 
‘and kept of all bets, as I can positively 
a@ssert,, being familiar with the system 
employed. 

“Red and white tickets are sold to 
the bettors and the numbers of these 
tickets are recorded on a slip that is 
kept on the desk, and that shows ex- 
actiy how many tickets are out on 
each game. The accuracy of the sys- 
tem is proven by the fact that it would 
be impossible for you to cash a ticket 
except for the series called for by the 
Same that is being played, and that 
the record is a permanent one is shown 
- by the fact that if you win today and 
call a few days later for your winnings 
you can obtain it, because the recoid 
kept by the ‘cashier shows that the 
poxet was not redeemed on the day of 
piay. 

“There have been during the last few 
months seven players in the academy. 
For a basis of computation let me say 
six. These men, being paid different 
percentages, have been averaging in the 
ge ge of $20 a day daily earn- 
ngs 
amount taken by the academy from the 
10 per cent of the winnings that is de- 
ducted from the amount to be paid out 
on winning tickets. ‘This sum o!1 §240 
represents net winnings and is cleared 
every day in the academy operations— 
a clean absolute loss to bettors.’’ 

‘Remember,’ continued De Oro, ‘‘that 
this is the strongest game in the world. 
You are always betting odds, always 
taking $9 to your $10. This percentage 
will break Rockefeller in time.”’ 


Immense Profit in Academy. 


’ If De Oro’s figures are correct this 
would make the net amount dropped 
by bettors $6240 a month, or the total 
amount of money that changes hands 
every 26 days $62,400. Until about a 
month ago De Oro was employed at 
the academy and played there every 
afternoon and evening. He left after 
having a dispute with Frank Day, one 
of the players, over one of the rules of 
the game. His argument with Day 
had been referred to the rest of the 

layers for adjustment and at a meet- 
ng held by them it was decided that De 
Oro was in the wrong and he was as- 

ssed to pay half the money forfeited 
b& his backers for not finishing his 
ga with Day. This De Oro refused 
to and left the academy, after see- 
ing that Manager Schaefer removed his 
mame from the advertising board kept 
in the hall for the purpose of announc- 
ing the academy players. 

‘TI really believe the reason that the 
players voted against me in my game 
with Day,” said De Oro, ‘‘was bacause I 
insisted upon informing my backers 
Just when I did not have a chance to 
Win a game. For instance, suppose I

RELIEF TO FRISCO

of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—President 
Roosevelt has signed the congressional 
joint resolution appropriating $1,000,000 
for the aid of the destitute: people of 
San Francisco and neighboring towns. 
The money is immediately available and 
is to be used under the direction of 
Seeretary of War Taft. 

[It was decided by the President to 
rush 1,000,000 rations to the stricken city. 
Early this morning 200,000 were ordered 
from the army barracks at Vancouver, 
to be sent by the revenue cutter Perry. 
Later this ration was doubled, making 
100,000. rations which are now -on the 
Way to San Francisco. Purchasing of- 
ficers of the army have been directed to 
zo into the open market and purchase 
600,000 more rations, which will be sent 
to San Francisco by express. 

Practically all the spare rations, all 
the available canvas, medical stores and 
nurses and surgeons of the army have 
been ordered to the Pacific Coast. Never 
in time of peace has there been such a 
general movement of army supplies.

President Roosevelt and the 
members of his Cabinet today 
devoted the greater part of their 
semi-weekly session to a discus- 
sion of the calamity which has 
befallen Stn Francisco. 

The matter was taken up 
mediately after Cabinet con- 
vened, and it was decided that 
Secretary Metcalfe of Commerce 
and Labor, who 1s a resident of 
Oakland, Cal., should proceed to 
the stricken city: at once as a 
representative of the national 
Government.

by the Federal Government. There will 
be hearty co-operation between the 
army and the navy and alJ supplies that 
can be spared bv the navy will be 
turned over to the army for immedi- 
ate distribution. All the supplies at 


-the Mare Island Navy Yard have been 


turned over to Gen. Funston and are 
now being distributed. 

The army has a hespital with 400 beds 
at San Francisco. which escaned the 
flames. Two hundred and fifty beds are 
occupied: by soldiers returned from the 
Philippines, and: there is accommodation 
for persons who were injured by the 
earthquake or in the fire. One of the 
most unfortunate features of the fire 
is that all the Government buildings 
n San Francisco have been destroyed. 
These buildings would have accommo- 
dated nearly 12,000 homeless persons. 
The property loss to the Government is 


$2,500,000. 

A state bordering on panic has ex- 
isted about the White House and the 
War and Navy departments ever since 
the dispatches from San Francisco, giv- 
ing the extent of the awful calamity 
were received. This was particularly 
true when the news came of the shock 
which: occurred at Los Angeles late yes- 
terday afternoon. The telegraph office 
of the War Department had direct com- 
munication with the Western Union tel- 
egraph office at Los Angeles. The op- 


erator on the coast said to the Govern- | 


ment (pee or: ‘‘The building is rocking 
like a boat?’ and instantly the conneéc- 
tion was severed. Reports were circu- 
lated that there had been another s8e- 
vere shock, and there was great excite- 
ment, word being sent to President 
Roosevelt and to other members of the 
Cabinet. 


Nations Cable 


Expressions of sympathy have been re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Root from all the crowned heads 
of Europe. Every diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the foreign nations called 
at the State Department and expressed 
the sympathy of their sovereigns with 
the people of San Francisco. 


Cablegrams have been received from 
the American colonies in Paris, Lon- 
don, Vienna, St. Petersburg, Tokio and 
other foreign cities asking for official 
information regarding the disaster. A\|ll 
of them hoped that the published re- 
ports were not true. From every sec- 
tion of the globe the State Department 
was notified that unless the Americans 
residing abrcad were notified that funds 
were not needed, subscriptions would be 
taken up for the benefit of the suffer- 
ers. Acting Secretary Bacon has noti- 
fied the Americans abroad that their 
contributions would be welcome and he 
fave them some information regarding 
the extent of the disaster. 

Gen. Bell, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
remaineg all last night in the telegraph 
room of the White House so as to be 
in touch with the situation and to give 
orders necessary for the relief of the 
people. He had a number of confer- 
ences with Secretary Taft during the 
night. 

Two hundred thousand rations . will 
reach San Francisco Saturday morning 
from Portland, Ore. Secretary aft has 
received the following telegram from 
Gen. Davis, the Commissary-General ot 
the Department of the Columbia, under 
date of yesterday: 

“Received telegram of 18th, mid- 
night. Am shipping this afternoon 209,- 
000 rations special train. Railroad prom- 
ises to deliver Saturday morning. Will 
ship 200,000 rations, order of the 19th, 
special train tOMmorrow. Can purchase 
ample supplies here, Seattle and Taco- 
ma, but will have to improvise rations. 
as some articles cannot be supplied at 
short notice. Railroad at present offers 
more expeditious way of sending than 
revenue cutter. Am gathering, on re- 
quest of Gen. Funston, all rations that 
can be spared from posts, all to be 
shipped today.”’
